The flood in the M issouri last year was in the 
latter part of May an d forepart of Jun e an d when 
It was at its peak the Tri-C oun ty d i.d rict wa.s 
hold in g back about 6,000 .vccon d feet of w ater in 
the North Platte river an d d ivertin g 2.000 secon d 
feet of the flood w aters of the South Platte In to 
its supply can al an d through it.s power plan ts, re­ 
tain in g part of the.se w aters in it.« reservoirs alon g 
the supply can al an d slowin g up their progre.ss 
tow ard the Missouri. 
In all probability if the w ater we stored had 
been ad d ed to the flow of the Missouri, great d am ­ 
age m ight have resulted from last year's flood . As 
it was, that w ater was retain ed in our reservoirs 
un til it was n eed ed . It was used lo w ater thousan d s 
of acres of lan d prod ucin g big return s for farm ers 
w ho for years had n ot been able to get a .substan ­ 
tial return off their lan d because d urin g those 
years this w ater had been perm itted to go to w’aste. 
The Platte has n ot yet reached its flood peak 
but this d istrict is hold in g back about 1,500 secon d 
feet a d ay of the North Platte w ater in the Kin gs­ 
ley reservoir. If this 1,500 secon d feet were ad d efl 
to the Missouri river flood , it m ight be just en ough 
to overflow some ad d ition al d ikes an d cause ruin 
to spread out over thousan d s of acres of lan d . In ­ 
stead , this 1,500 secon d feet, which mean s 3,000 
acre feet a d ay, is bein g held hack to serve our 
farm ers w’hen the hot win d s commen ce to blow 
n ext sum m er. 
Nobod y kn ows how much d am age was pre­ 
ven ted la.st year or how much d am age we are 
preven tin g this year by storin g this w ater an d 
preven tin g it from playin g its part in this Missouri 
river d isaster. We d o kn ow somethin g of the value 
of the good it d id by hold in g it back an d usin g it 
to prod uce crops. 
We have about on e million acre feet of water, 
p art of it that would have ad d ed to la.st year’s 
flood , an d p art of it w ater that would have ad d ed 
to this year’s flood , stored in the Kin gsley reservoir 
which will n ot on ly supply our presen t n eed s but 
which gives in suran ce to our farm ers for years lo 
come. 
If this d istrict w ere pen n ittcd to irrigate the 
table lan d , it would n ow be storin g an ad d ition al 
1,500 secon d feet of w ater in the Plum Creek reser­ 
voir which is n ow goin g d own the river wasted 
an d ad d in g to the Missouri river’s flood problem.

Sq iaeeze the suds throug h for sev- 
era á m iniee. then sq ueeze out the water, 
and rime twke. Hang them separately to 
éry, and avoid sunshine for coltaed 
socks.

May said h e did no t believ e co n- 
gre.ss wo u ld bo o st th e allo wances 
and allo tments and wo u ld stick to 
th e po licy th at bo nafide families 
sh o u ld no t be bro ken u p u ntil ab- 
eo lu tely necessary , regardless o f 
financial pro v isio ns.

Wh en th e fish ru les are co m­ 
pleted, th e agency estimated, 98 
per cent o f all fo o d will be u nder 
price co ntro l. 
Th e o th er 2 per cent, also slated 
fo r early actio n, Inclu des: Apples, 
sweet po tato es, radish es, cu cu m­ 
bers, kale, cau liflo wer, peach es, 
pears and plu ms. 
Cafe Price Freeie Okayed. 
Meanwh ile, regio nal OPA o ffices 
h av e been au th o rized to “freeze” 
restau rant and o th er pu blic eating 
prices, and actio n is planned to
